“The same 
sort of material help. has been given 
by a Chicago man, JuLius RosEN WALD, 
in’ aid of negro schools over a wider 
area. His gifts, have gone to.fourteen 
Commonwealths in the South and 
Southwest. During the’ last ten years 
2,371 schoolhouses have been. erected 
and also “S2 homes inf order to provide 
satisfactory accommodations for the 
teachers. Most of the schoolhouses 
ate of the one-teacher, two-teacher 
and three-teacher types, dnd in every\ 
school, whatever the size, there is an) 
industrial room. The total pupil ca- 
pacity fer which provision has. been 
made is 272,540, with accommodations 
for 6,052 teachers. The Various types of 
buildings are constructed on approved 
linés as to light, heat, sanitatien and 
‘ventitation, with adequate DerEroene 
and agricultural ‘plots.

A reorganization of the present four- 
teen district offices of the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau into sight district con- 
trol officés was announced yesterday by 
General Frank T. Hines, dtrector of the 
United States Veterans’ Bureau.

It has given free 
reign to idiotic ideas—ideas which for- 
merly would have' been laughed out of 
existence at their very start.’’

If ex- 
jecuted just as planned, M. Aubert pre- 
‘Micted, the Dawes report would result 
in the early reconstruction, democrati- 
‘gation and pacification of Europe. 
| M. Aubert took issue with the opinion 
held in some quarters here that the re- 
vival of Germany’s export trade under 
the Dawes plan might ruin the trade 
and Industry of the United States, Great 
‘Britain and other countries by flooding 
the markets of the world with German 


goods. . * ; 
In this conclusion M. Aubert’ was up- 
a. by Professor Allyn A. Young of 
ard University, who’ predicted at 
‘a round table this morning that both 
e United States and England would 
gain more than they would lose by the 
expansion of Germany's foreign trade 
and her reparations payments. 
Professor Moritz J. Bonn, German 
spokesman at the institute, predicted at 
another conference today that the Lon-

democracy trom bolshévism.

Holds Politics Important. 


. M: Aubért insisted throughout ‘his lec-

EFFECT ON WORLD TRADE. 


Professor Young’s statement about the 
probable effect of the Dawes settlement 
on world trade was made at his round- 
table conferencé on “‘the financial re- 
habilitation, of Europe.”’ 

“Assuming. the success of the Dawes 
plan,” ‘said ‘Professor Young, ‘‘will the 
making of the .reparation payments by 
Germany have the effect of flooding the 
market with German goods and work 
injury to the industries of other coun- 
tries? 

“There are some who. believe that 
such is the prospect and who profess 
to be alarm:ed by it, just as there were 
many who feared that the id depre- 
ciation of German Gaxranion’ Meter the 
War would enable Germany to produce 
more monty Sa and to undersell other 
coun hese earlier fears proved 
to be Untotinded. A rapidly depreciat- 
ing. currency stimulates imports more 
than it does expo 

“Nor does the prospect that Germany 
May soon. begin to make substantial 
reparation payments create any just 
cause for alarm. Pushed to its logical 
‘conclusion, the alarmist doctrine would 
mean that it would be better never. to 
collect any international debts, includ- 
ing those arising in the natural course 


of trade, 

“The fact.is that the “4g og trade of 
the United States would. be stimulated 
by the payment of reparations, for the 
raw materials for some of Germany's 
most important oxvesh industries come 
from the United States. Even England, 
with whom Germany competes more di- 
rectly ‘than -with any Other country, 
would. probably gain more. than she 
would lose’ by an éxpansion of German 
trade. Germany would cut into some 
of England’s 
markets, but the buying power of the 
rest of the world would not be dimin- 
ished. In. fact, it would more probably 
be increased. Some particular indus- 
tries might lose ground for a while, but 
others would. gain.’’

Young, and pointed out that people had 
tended to gre hl the importance of 
Germany’s export trade by considering 
its volume and not its value. 


INTERNATIONAL FINANCE. 


‘In ‘all the discussions of the Dawes 
plan,” said Mr. Batchelder at the open 
conference today on. “‘international 
finance,” which dealt with the export 
of private capital to backward nations, 
“‘great stress is laid upon the fact that 
it will. be very difficult for Germany to 
pay to the allied powers the large sums 
called for by’ its terms except from. the 
surplus of its exports over its imports. 

“As the purchasing power of Russia, 
Turkey and other countries will evident- 
ly be: much less than before the war, it 
will .be difficult for Germany to sell 
abroad as much as before the war un- 
less its other customers buy more. It
